This is bound to have its effect on 
the tone of the cattle market.”

German Destroyer Sunk 


London, November 23, 8.30 p.m.— 
A despatch to the Exchange  Tele- 
graph from Copenhagen says the 
Vanish steamer Angiodane collided 
last night in the Ore Sound with the 
iGerman torpedo boat destroyer S- 
124, which foundered. The German 
sailors, according to the correspond- 
ent, were rescued by the steamer, 
seriously injured, but succumbed to 
their injuries. The remainder of the 
ciew of the destroyer were drowned.

German Submarine Des- 
troyed 


London, November 23, 11.35 p.m.— 
The Seeretary of the Admiralty an- 
nounees that the German submarine 
boat U-18, which was reported off 
the north coast of Scotland this 
morning, was rammed by a British 
patrolling vessel and foundered. 

The patrolling ship rammed the 
subnfarine at 12.30 this morning. The 
U-18 was not seen again until 1.20, 
when she appeared on the surface 
flying a white flag. Shortly after 
this she foundered, just as the British 
destroyer came along side. The des- 
troyer rescued three officers and 23 
men of the submarine’s crew, one 
being drowned.

Noth- 
ing exceed2d.it as a manifest. -of 
Canada’s loyalty, and not-only Cana- 
da, but all the other colonies. Other 
nations commanded their sons to take 
up arms, but Britain’s way was to 
leave it entirely in their ‘ hands, 
and from the remote corners of the 
world her sons had gone’ to do “or 
die. ‘The memory of-their ’ actions 
will remain “with us for ages. He 
quoted Kipling's words, ‘'Who dies, 
if England live.”

Mr. EB. Michener, M.P.P:, respond- 
ed.

While the 
Scotch could not claim to have 
originated the game, they: could cer- 
tainly elaim having brought it to 
the front. A large percentage of the 
men who had gone to the front had 
been connected with sport, and had 
developed a fitness that would stand 
them in good stead. It was said 
the Germans had intentions on Cana- 
da, but we would all be dead before 
taken. We, as Albertans, were proud 
of having sent a larger ‘ercentage uf 
volunteers than any other part of 
the Dominion, and he was sure they 
would cover themselves with ylory. 
We needed but to recall the war in 
South Africa to realize the courage 
and valor of the Western Canadians. 
There were many waiting to go, five 
times more than wwere asked for. We 
were sending our noble’ sons, and 
would have a personal interest in 
following their career. ‘Our thoughts 
went with them, and we hoped they 
would all return and we would give 
them a fitting reception. . ° 

The next proceeding was the prés- 
entation of the Stephenson cup. <A. 
T. Stephenson undertook this duty, 
and said it was a presentation of a 
cup without’ a cup, because the cup 
had not been located.

_ The Taube monoplane now used by the German army was evolved from a 
machine designed by an Austrian millionaire named Etrich. He modelled the 
shape of the wings, it is said, from the leaf of an Indian tree called the 
Zunonia, having observed that its leaves were particularly buoyant, and drift- 
ed on the wind for miles without coming to earth. Etrich’s machine was 
patented alniost everywhere but in Germany and there its design was adopted 

y the Government as the standard type for all military monoplanes. The 
name ‘‘Taube” (German for “dove’”) is taken from the fact that in the air the 
machine resembles a pigeon with outspread wings.

Belgian Conditions | 
Are Growing Worse 


London, November 20.—Notwith- 
standing the amount of relief work 
which is being done for the Belgians, 
conditions in the larger cities, as 
Well as the rural districts, are be- 
coming mre serious. Jean : Van 
Branden, a member of the elgian 
National Relief ‘Committee, who ar- 
tived here today from Brussels to 
consult the American Relief Commit- 
tee, said the situation in Brussels 
was growing more alarming steadily 
as refugees are pouring into that 
city at the rate of 25, 000 a day. 

“The influx,’’ he said, “is due to 
a lack of fuel as well as of food. 
Brussels has. plenty of coal, but the 
interruption of transportation makes 
it impossible to carry coal to remote 
villages. Refugees are flocking to 
Liege and other large towns as well 
as to Brussels. 

The’ people are entirely dependent 
on kerosene for both heating and 
cooking, and the supply. of this fuel 
also is becoming scarce. The com- 
mittee is receiving petitions evéry 
day for supplies of oil.

Manufacturers and other large em- 
ployers of labor have agreed among 
themselves to maintain their working 
staffs as fully as possible even if they 
operate at cost or in some cases be- 
low cost. In so doing they are not 
actuated by any desire for profits.

They feel that it is far better to fur. 
nish a livelihood for Canadians 
through honest work and_ honest 
wages than to dole out a pittance 
through charitable institutions. ‘‘Made- 
in-Canada” is, therefore, more than 
ever a practical business policy to- 
day. Every Canadian housewife, In 
fact every purchaser of goods: in 
Canada should practice it and en- 
courage others to do likewise. About 
fifty cents of every dollar spent on 
the product of a factory goes to the 
workingman. All interests are, there- 
fore, combining in Canada during tho 
next few months to increase employ- 
ment by distributing as much as pos- 
sible in the form of wages to the Can- 
adian workmen in the Canadian fac- 
tory. The campaign of the Canadian 
Press Association in this direction is 
most commendable, and will do much 
to restore confidence in the. business 
and industrial comcunity,

.Farmers began. to realize, says the 
article, that there was money in rals- 
ing hogs: to supply the Gordon, Iron- 
side and Fares abattoir at Moose Jaw. 
No one doubted but that vegetables 
and potatoes could be raised in the 
district, Early in 1913 a circular let- 
ter was sent by the Market Committee 
of the City Council of Moose Jaw to 
every farmer in the district, inviting 
them to try gardening and poultry 
raising and to patronize the city mar- 
ket. Many farmers were personally 
interviewed and urged to make a trial, 
for {t was just as honorable to bring 
in a load of garden products, eggs, 
butter and meat as it was to bring 
to market a load of wheat for sale. 

Many of the best farmers in the 
‘district entered into the spirit of the 
trial, with the result that from the 
middle of July, 1918, the first market 
day, up to the present time, the city
